THE ROSE-JAR CRAZE. 


A Pretty Fad Which Has Found Its Way 
From the Orient to the Occident. 

A short time ago there was a fad for rose 
jars. Now, says the New York Mail and 
Express, it is acraze. Every body has it. 
In some drawing-rooms they are elaborate 
and costly, in less pretentious apartments 
they are handsome and effective, and in 
still humbler apartments they are pretty. 
The aroma of the rose-leaves, with which 
they are filled, add a pleasant perfume to 
the room. They are employed, not only in 
parlors and reception-rooms, but in my 
lady's boudoir, and in some cases each 
room in the house hasone. So popular have 


_ they become that a form of jar worship now 


prevails. At ladies’ teas the latest designs 


are diseussed and raved about, and every 


new acquisition is hailed with delight. The 
history of the evolution of the rose jar is 
quite romantic, and reaches back some dis- 
tance into the past. The rose jar proper 
was in the shape of an urn, and ariginated 
with the Turks centuries ago. They were 
usually made of lead, and were one of the 
indispensable nets of the harem. The 
old palaces of Oriental countries were with- 
out windows, and the rooms were enclosed 


by walls 
i colored hangings. These apart- 


ments were decorated most sumptuously, 
aud the atmospiere was rendered delight- 
ful to the senses by perfumes emitted from 
urns containing rose leaves. Their use 
extended throughout Turkey and Persia 
and even to India, where they are still em- 
ployed. 

An importing house of this city having 
business representatives allover the wor'd 
looking for curios and antiques, first intro- 
duced the rose jars into this country. 
Their trade extends as far as Japan in one 
direction, and. to Constantinople in the 
other, and they conceived the happy idea of 
applying the Japanese tea jar to the Turkish 
use as a receptacle for rose leaves. Thetea 
jars of Japan had their origin with the es- 
tablishment of a secret society called the 
Chan-no-you, about four hundred years ago. 
This society was astrong political power for 
many years, and as a cover to the real pur- 
pose of meeting, tea drinking was indulged 
in, and tea jars employed. These jars were 
used to hold the tea leaves, and were made 
of china and porcelain. The best skill of 
the country was applied to making fanciful 
designs. The customs of the society were 
handed down from generation to generation, 
until they have become matters of history. 

Thus the rose jar of to-day is a combina. 
tion of the rose urn of the ancient Turks 
and the tea jar of the Japanese. They are 
being imported in large quantities, and the 
demand for them which Started in this city 
is spreading all over the country. A prom- 
inent Broadway dealer has imported four 
hundred different styles of jars.. They are 
of every conceivable shape and design, 
and cost from filteen cents to two hundred 
dollars each. Small cans containing a pot- 
pourri of rose leaves and Spices are kept for 
filling the jars. Some ladies, however, pre- 
fer to fill the jars with rose leaves from 
their own gardens or conservatories. The 
craze is confined to America at present, but 
itis expected to extend te Europe by next 
summer.

Not only is Mayor Kelly mayor 
of the city of Weehawken, but he is also 
ehief of police, school commissioner, ex- 
officio the presiding genius of the City 
Council, overseer of the yards of the Erie 
railroad, the railroad’s head detective, road 
commissioner, port warden, inspector of 
cattle, ete., etc. Mayor Kelly has grown 
up with the town of Weehawken, and is the 
most popular of all her citizens. The dis- 
tinguishing feature of New Jersey’s Pooh- 
Bah, unlike the Pooh-Bah of Japan, is that 
with all his office s, Mayor Kelly is a man of

His most 
lucrative positions, which have just been 
given him in view of his long and faithful 
service, are those of port warden, which 
pays $1,000a year; cattle inspector, 8 per 
day; overseer of the Erie yards, etc., #65 
per month. 

Mr, Kelly himself explained the situation 
as follows: * My offices are nearly all com- 
plimentary. I draw but little revenue from 
them. A post warden has about the same 
duties to perform as the cattle inspector; 
that is, they are so nearly allied that they 
have almost always been filled by the same 
individual. I am chief of police because I 
am mayor, just as the President of the 
United States is Commander-in-Chief of the 
army and navy. I draw no extra compen- 
sation from that post and get nothing like 
the salaries of the men under me. It is a 
little funny, my holding so many offices, but 
there is noting peculiar about it when you 
really know what the offices are.”

The Newest Fushions in Fair 
Woman's Deinty Weapon, 


Exquisite and Delicate Articles That Cost 
Fife Hundred or a Thousand. Dol- 
lars—A Fan to Match Every Cos- 
tume the Proper Caper. 

Most. ladies in society have a fan to match 
each costume, and fans, like dresses, havea 
peculiar form for each occasion of service, 
says the New York Sun. As an accom- 
paniement to the dainty neglige dresses is 
an equally dainty toy of painted surah and 
ivory, while for the afternoon tea, with its 
elaborate gown, is a beautiful gauze and 
lace affair deseribed below.. At dinner ex- 
quisitely painted fane of vellum, gauze or 
silk with ember or tortoise sticks accompany 
the elegapce of the dinner ‘toilet, while for 
evening wear are spangled gatize fans and 
those of long waving ostrieh feathers. The 
fairy-like lace fan is saertd-to brides. 

Probably the most expensive fans ever 
used in the city are the peint-lace fans sold 
at a big jewelry store, on which the pattern 
is picked but in little diamonds and whose 
bar is set with the same precious stones, 
and cost from §500 to $1,000 and even more. 
These fans are not kept in stock, but the 
plain lace fans are frequently sold, costing 
from $50 to $250, and the fan bars in stock 
range in price from #20 to:50. Sometimes 
ladies bring their fans and have them 
ornamented with the diamonds at an ex- 


| pense of $500 to $600. Beautiful fans are 


displayed, too, painted by Houghton, Lafitte, 
Lasellay, Grivay, Cheunevielle and Albert 
(French painters famous for their fan de- 
coration) varying in price from 860 to $600. 
The material used in these elegant trifies is 
fine gauze, surah, ‘satin and vellum, the 
most correct and popular of which at present 
ia gauze. The sticks are carven pearl in- 
laid with gold, mother-of-pearl, amber, tor- 
toise shell, sandal-wood, violet waod, gold 
and silver. The decoration is usually a 
figure or group of figures, with encircling 
flowers; but flowers are rarely used alone 
in the decoration of expensive fans. One 
beautiful fan, evidently designed for dgcora- 
tive purposes rather than general use, was 
of plain black gauze painted by Albert with 
two nude reclining woman, exquisitely 
tinted and carefully executed. 

Among the curios in @ Broadway store is 
a case of extremely ancient fana, painted by 
La Baur op vellum, with carved mother-of- 
pearl sticks ornamented with bas-relief of 
nymphs set around with inlaid gold. . These 
fans, though somewhat dilapidated and too 
frail for any service, bring a price of $450. 

The summer novelties in fans display a 
rare delicacy of material, an exquisite and 
artistic beauty of decoration, and an exten- 
sive and unique variety of design. The 
most popular style for summer use is an 
arrangement of gossamer and gilt, edged 
with lace, and painted in delicate hues, with 
beautiful trailing sprays of flowers or grace- 
ful figures in Watteau designs and coloring. 
Some of the more elaborate of these have 
ivory sticks nicked out in gold or silver and 
exquisitely carved. 

One noticeable variety of the type is a pale 
pink gauze fan with pearl sticks carved and 
inlaid with gold, with the figure of a dove 
with wide-spread wings painted in soft 
shades at the top; another, edged with a 
border of roses, is cut out in the shape of 
the flowers at the top; while still another, 
of soft gray gauze edged with lace applique, 
is decorated with a small landscape, whose 
strong éffeets of light are brought out by 
bits of mother-of-pearl. A fan of cardinal 
crape lisse, with slender sticks scarcely a 
quarter of an inch in width, carved and en- 
ameled, extending to the border of the fan 


Outside the gauze, has bands of ribbon nar- 


rowing to a point between each stick, andis | 


ornamented with a dainty decoration in gilt. 
Yet more expensive fans of this kind have 
ap applique of lace transferred upon them, 
leaving portions of the gauze in the center 
for the decoration of delicate painting. 
These fans sometimes come as bigh as $150, 
but may be bought for $15 and $20. Nextin 
expense comes the feather fans, so much 
used with evening dress, and very popular, 
with plain mother-of-pear! sticks, and made 
up in many unique designs, one of the most 
beautiful ‘being composed of three long 
ostrich feathers and a soft-curled bunch 6f 
tips stirmounted on an ivory handle. 

Fans are also made entirely of flowers to 
match different costumes. A fan of vidlets 
with violet wood sticks which emit the fra- 
grance of the flowers, is a beautiful arrange- 
ment. Still more costly and -rare are the 
point-lace fans kept in stock in some of the 
large storés in the city, but rgrely'sald ex- 
cept as bridal presents. These come aw high 
as $5. The range of prices, where @ choice 
collection of po gauze fans is dis- 
played, cun from three to sixty dollars, 
while the fair average price paid by ladies 
is from ten to fifteen dollars. 

The fan cdunters exhibit the widest range 
in price, extending from 25 cents te nearly 
$200, and an endless variety of style from 
the gilded paper Japanese fan to the costly 
bauble of rownd point and painted gauze, 
with Carved pearl sticks inlaid with gold, in 
exquisite design, costing $175. 

The Iatest novelty in fans is the ribbon 
fan, composed of with rows of tar- 
row ribbons of pale rainbow colors caught 
loosely from ofie stick to the next across the 


| fan. The sticks dfé of mother-of-pearl 


shaped like the ribbons, arid at the bar'is a 
knot of the ‘many-hued ribbon containing 
sometimes seven or éight colors in a single 
fan, but so deli@tely tinted and carefully 
combined as to produce & harmonious com- 

The gauze fans vary im- price from $1 to 
#25, are médivin “ib size, aid have delicately 
earved stioks of enameled wood or inlaid 
ivory extending from the bar to the edge of 
the fan outside the gauze, and forming part 
2 y aré ornamented 
with embroidery, painting, and spangles, 
and debkicate lace applique. 

A peculiar design in feather fans is @ 
blue coke feather water lily with a mother- 
of-pearl stem arranged in the form of a fan, 
while still another is a cluster of scarlet 
cactus flowers with green leaves all of the 
feathers.

Incidents of His School-Days in an Old | 


Massachusetts Town. 

John James Ingalis, the President of the 
National Senate, iooks back to old Pentuck- 
et as the home of his boyhood and the place 
where his beloved parents still reside, 
writes a Haverhill correspondent. Ingails’ 
forefathers were Puritan immigrants, one 
of whom founded the city of Lynn. His 
father has lived here nearly ali his life, and 
was engaged in the manufacture of shoes 
and in mercantile interests. John James 
was the eldest son and was born in 1533. 
He attended the grammar school at the 
same place where the present School street 
school-house is, and at the very early 
ageef eight he entered the high school. It 
was held in whatis now called the Whit- 
tier School, and his was the first class to oc- 
cupy the building. Although a keen scholar 
he never evinced any great talent in any di- 
rection while he lived in this vicidity. At 
the age of fourteen or fifteen he wrote 
quite a number of poems of no special 
merit, but one about which he was obliged 
to take considersble “ chafing” lafer in life 
when in college. The poem was based on 
the old legend of an incident that hap 
pened at whatis known as the “ Button- 
woods.’’ A young country swain was jilted 
by a fair damsel, and left her with a threat 
that he was going to drown himself. Pick- 
ing up a large piece of wood, he rushes 
toward the well. Fearing that he would 
carry out his threat, the maiden follows 
after, out into the night, and arrives just 
in time to hear the splash in the well. It 
was only the piece of wood, however, and 
the youth rises from behind the curb where 
he had hid, calms her fears and is accepted. 

But this was not the path that young In- 
galls was destined to follow for fame and 
fortune. He was biessed with a remarka- 
ble flow of language and a ready tongue 
that could put a most stinging point to his 
words, and woe to the youth who assailed 
him in public, for he was sure to suffer un- 
der Ingalls’ quiet but cutting sarcasm. 
was probably the consciousness of this fac- 
ulty that afterwards led him to enter upon 
the study of law, for which, as was after- 
wards seen, he was admirably fitted. At 
the age of eightcen he entered Williams 
College. It was while he was familiarizing 
himself with Homer and Virgil that his tal- 
ents first began to be seen, especially in 
mastering the dead languages, but in the 
debating hall and in the discussion of col- 
lege politics. The same fiery eloquence 
which upheld the principles of and won over 
new supporters to the ‘‘ Beta Sigmas”" car- 
ried ita weight when the Silver bill, the 
Pension bili and the bill concerning Indiar 
affairs were before the National Senate.
